representatives of foreign’ Goveraments. But 
notwithstanding all that has been written few 
people appear to tealizathe very serious results 
which may follow from. ‘the: conduct of ‘the 
Viceray in-the attilude. which he has assumed. 
The Viceroy . holds'a very: unusual position: 
Asanative of Kwangsi-he could not, according 
to Chinese custom, be Viceroy, ‘of the Two 
Kwang. He came to Canton not simply os 
Viceroy, but as the ‘special. representative: of 
the Emperor, or rather the Empress Dowager. 


He was given supreme command in the South, 
“over all, officials aud. over the military ‘and 


naval ‘forces. He- was given almost absolute 
power and authority. I$ was in view of the se- 
rious nature of the Kwangsi ‘rebellion tbat such 
‘extraardinary’ powers were conferred upon him. 
He was pot slow to, avail himself’ of the full 
extent of the authority granted to him, He has 
acted as ‘though ‘he were indepindent of" 
Peking. He has practically been Emperor of 
the Two Kwang.’ His kingdom ! has oer thirty 
millions of people and ‘no Czar of Russia has 
been more supreme in authority than has ihe 
present Viceroy. of the southern ‘provinces. 


{ His authority has been great and unquestioned: 
“Officinis and: people fear bir. He has ruled 


with a high band, He has collected millions | 
af money and he has spent almost as much as 
he collected. While it has been charged | that 
the Viceroy is ever «fer money, ‘it is seldom 
said, that he wishes to-entich himself, Like 
many: great then lust of power and influence in 
high places have been the moiive | power of-his 
life. The fates, have favoured him. He also 

wants China to be pirent and feared among the, 
To these ends he has devoted not 
a fittle of his ‘energy and ability, borh. of 
which are of né. mean order. tis. effors 
ure ‘meeting ‘with success, Under his 
rule, ‘greater advance hat been * mie 
towards the modernizing of China than during’ 
the score of years which preceded his advent 
in Canton. Of course, the times have: been 
propitious, but the Viceroy's altituds towards 
reform: and: the assistance he has. Riven to 


*warthy: schemes have, contributed not a littleto 


bring about the present forward movement in 
South China. 

How unfortunate i is that the Viceroy. with 
$o many points in his favour and so well fitted 
to promote the interest of China abroad, as he 
has done at home, should adopt a passive 
atliiude towards the representatives of foreign 
Governments, and persistently and doggedly 
maintain that attitude of aloofness towardsthem. 
The ‘most reasonable requests are ignored:

worse, side-tracked on some quibble, Business 
is wt a standstijl, If it was not. forthe ex- 
ceptional patience ‘and forbearance of” the.

“Tithe aim and endeavour ofthe: Consuls to 


give the. Viceray no opportunity to complain of 
their unfairness, and their unwillingness to nicet 
all issues squarely. They have tried to avoid 
all friction. Their patience has been sorely 
tried” We.cannot’ say when for bearanco may | 
cease tobe a virtue, ‘But the Viceroy’ may |: 
carry his tactics too far, and receive a rude 
awakening. Atthe very time when America 
and China are trying to avoid friction the 
Viceroy seems determined to provoke it, His 
present difficully, with the xentry may be set- 
ted sonn, He.seems disposed to shift the 
blame to other shoulders, Wén Taatai may 
he compelled to bear the blame ‘and suffer in 
consequence. J'erhaps he merits considerable 
blame on this occasion, But this trouble may: 
and probably will; result ina compromise and 
no great evil arise- therefrom. But, however. 
serious this trouble may be, it is not to be com- 
pared in importance to the evils which are 1e-- 


suiting aod will continue to result ‘from the 


continuance of. the Viceroy's attitude to the 
consular body. When'there is a spirit ol'good 
dill'and friendliness between the’ officials and 
the Consuls, asthe tepresentatives of the for- 
eigners, the people, generally show a. frlendly 
side | to. foreigners, and all goes smoothly, 
But let these in high authority show contempt

dealings with him, and the people will im- 
mediately adopt: a similar. ‘attitude, . If, "the 
foreigner is to. be respected and treated with’ 
courtesy throughont the province the ‘Viceroy 
has anly to: mike this known hy his own con- 
duct. and in his despatches” ‘and: ‘the people 
rapidly fall into fine. 

The unfriendly and anti- foreign spirit which 
the Viceroy has shown during his reign in 
Canton has spread throughout the prayince.. 
It is growing: in intensity. . If. this continues 
trade will suffer, Life und property willnot be 
safe; in fact; tiey cannot be said ta be com- 
fortably safe now.
